ct at rest such apprehensions today 
when he called on the state depart­ 
ment. 
lh* came, he said, to express 
deep regret that Americans perished 
in the attack on the liner. 
Fear*, have been expressed that' 
the kaiser would assume a haughty, 
or at least an 
indifferent 
attitude 
concerning the death of Americans. 
Official- admitted 
that 
in such 
case the 
inflamed 
public 
opinion 
would have greatly embarrassed the 
president in hi- diplomatic exchanges. 
Bcrn-torff and 
Berlin dispatches 
joined in placing all responsibility 
on tile British. 


Officials did not pretend that the 


a s e was clearing, but agreed that 
the way was open for a calmer con­ 
sideration of it between the nations. 
Alone in his study the president 


w a s deciding upon the representa­ 
tions to he made. 
So far as could 
be learned he had asked no advice. 
There were many g u e s s e s , b u t the 
only thing known was that he pro­ 
posed to act deliberately—would al­ 
ow nothing to hurry him 
President Wilson will submit a 
tentative program to his cabinet on 
Tuesday in connection with the Lus­ 
itania incident.

It was thought it would be only 
tentative because full reports of the 
iflair were not looked for so soon. 
The German foreign office must be

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GREECE RIB 


Election Today Will Decide Wheth- 


er This Country Will Enter 


Present Conflict. 


NEW PARLIAMENT RESULTS 


Admitted on All Sides to be Most 


Important Ever Held There- 


Future Policy Involved. 


BY HENRY WOOD. 


(U. P. Staff Correspondent.) 


Athens, May 10.—Greece is today 


deciding at the polls by popular suf- 
frage whether or not she will parti- 
cipate in the present war. 


While on the surface the elections 


are merely for the purpose of choos- 
ing a new parliament, there is no 
one in all Greece today who does not 
understand fully that the result will 
determine whether or 
not 
Greece 


shall finally issue from her neutral- 
ity on the side of (he Triple Entente. 


On all sides today's elections are 


admitted to mark what 
is without 


question the most important moment 
in the history 
of 
modern 
Greece. 


Aside from the gravity of the mere 
question of war, there also 
stands 


sharply out in the fight the figures of 
the two greatest personalities 
that 


modern Greece has produced—that 
of King Constantino and that of for- 
mer Premier Veni/.elos. 


The two men who worked side by 


side during the 
last 
two 
Balkan 


wars in doubling Ule 
territory 
-of 


Greece—-the men "who put 
Greece 


back on the map. as it is popularly 
phrased in all 
Greece—are 
today 


submitting to the 
suffrage 
of 
the 


Greeks their new divergent ideas as 
to the future pnlicy < > f (he country. 


Yoiiizehis. who until a few years 


ago an unknown deputy from the is- 
land of Crete but now admittedly the 
greatest statesman modern 
Greece 


has produced, is standing openly on 
the policy that Greece should cast 
her fortune with the Triple Entente. 
By entering tile present, 
war 
and 


participating in both the naval and 
military campaign against Constan- 
tinople. Greece is assured of again 
redoubling her territory and thus be- 
coming not only the leading power 
in the Balkans but one of the impor- 
tant powers of Europe. 
Venizelos 


declare it is an opportunity that if 
misled will never come again. 


Against this action, at least at 


the present, moment. King Constan- 
line is (irmly opposed. 
The election 


today are a result of the break be- 
tween the king and Premier Veuize- 
los which occurred two months ago 
and resulted in the hitter's fall from 
power. 
The Triple Entente had at 


thai lime invited Greece to intervene 
in 
the 
Constantinople 
campaign, 


pledging 
extensive 
territorial 
re- 


compenses. 


. 
A council of the 
crown 
was at 


once called and in this the views of 
King Constantinople prevailed to (he 
contrary. While not insisting 
that 


Greece must remain neutral througli- 
.iint the entire war. it was his belief 
.(hat the entrance of Greece at that 
lime would be fatal to her own in- 
terests. 


Premier Ycnijiclos resigned from 


.power and a new cabinet that was 
in harmony with the King's views 
was formed. 
Yenizelos at once an- 


nounced, however, that 
he 
would 


take the question before the Greek 
people at the spring elections and 
that he and hirf party would stand 
for re-election on his policy which 
King Consianiine had rejected. 


While 
practically 
everyone 
in 


Greece today is certain of the re- 
turn to power of Vcnizolos as a re- 
sult of today's elections, no secret 
is made of the fact thus his tempor- 
ary overthrow has at least gained to 
a certain extent the 
Kings 
point. 


Greece's participation has now been 
dehiyed for nearly three months at 
the very least and even if the re- 
turn to power of Yenizelos, Greece 
should intervene at once, all the loss 
and expense of the campaign of the 
past three months that would have 
taken place, has at least been saved.

Bay worked as caddy for a number 
of years, his first position as a pro- 
fessional being at St. Mile. Then he 
played at Guernsey, at Jersey, at 
Winchester and finally at Sanwich, 
where he won his first championship 
in 1899. 
This was his first appear-

PREDICTION OF GRAIN MEN 


Good Outlook For Corn, But There 


Are no Predictions on Oats Crop 


—Small Acreage. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 10.—The 


wheat crop in Indiana this year will 
lie front 10 to 15 per 
cent larger 


than that of last year, was the pre- 
diction today of lending grain men 
of the Indianapolis Board of Trade. 
These grain men have 
correspon- 


dents in nil parts of the state and 
from compiled reports they asserted 
that the acreage of wheat is about 
10 per cent, larger than in previous 
seasons. 
Recent rains have been an nnestim- 
nble boon for the wheat in the state. 
Should the ideal wheat weather con- 
tinue the grain men say the 
crop 


will be much in excess of the aver- 
age. 


.Last year, the wheat crop in In- 


diana was 
more 
than 45,000.000 


bushels and of that amount it 
was 


estimated that fully 75 per cent, was 
handled through 
the 
Indianapolis 


exchange. 


Brokers with close tab on the coin 


situation were optimistic 
and they 


declared that from early indications 
there will be a .record crop of that 
grain. 
This year when -the ground 


was plowed it broke in better con- 
dition, the experts said, which made 
it possible for the farmers to plant 
much earlier than usual. 
In many 


instances, the germination is 
far 


ahead of previous years. 


Xo predictions regarding the oat 


crop are being made. 
Grain men 


visiting many parts of the state de- 
clare that the famers have reduced 
{he acreage, hence the crop will be 
smaller than usual. 
The acres re- 


duce from the oats is being added to 
the wheat, presumably in anticipa- 
tion of higher prices next winter. 


In the southern part of the state, 


the oats crop will be about normal, 
but it is feared that in the north belt 
the harvest will be much smaller.
